MAYOR ROMIG MAKES REFORT
ON MUNICIPAL CONVENTION

Barlington Fmmigration Agent, the
Crawford Mayor and Others Dis-
cuss Possibilities of Future

From a standpoint of interest and
snthusiasm the smoker held by the
Sommercial Club in the eity hall
Monday night was one of the best ev-
er held. While there was not a large
srowd present all the avallable seat-
Wmg space in the council ehamber of
the city hall was occupied by a repre-
mentative gathering of business men
amd farmersg and subjecte brought up
were discussed freely.

Mayor Romig gave a report of the
Municipal Convention which he re-
eently attended at Kearney., He sald
shat although Alliance has been a
member of the organization for eight
goars, this was the first time she had
boen represented. Varlous questions
of importance to all cities were dis-
sussed and the mayor stated that he
fslt well repaid for his trouble in at-
tending. Before he finished his re-
port his hearers were also convinced
shat the trip had been well worth
while.

Among the questions threshed out
at the convention were the milk ord-
imance, good roads, street paving, dis-
position of garbage, auto ordinance
and street grading. Mr. Romig stat-
ed that many of the cities have a
more severe milk ordinance than Al-
Hance and that they enforce it. He
mentioned provisions of the ordin-
ances in several of the cities and said
ke will recommend a new milk ord-
imance for Alliance stipulating among
other things a license fee of 25 cents
and also designating that the Cream-
ery shall pasteurize.

The discussion of good roads dis-
cloged the fact that parties who have
experimented in this work consider
the magnesia beds near Alliance to
be the best material available for the
making of good hard roads. Parties
from the eastern part of the state
made inquiry as to what price they
eould obtain 100 car loads of this de-
poait.

It was reported at the convention
that a movement is now on for the
sonstruction of a highway from Min-
peapolis to Cheyenne through Sioux
City, Norfolk, Chadron and alliance.
A epecial committee will go over the
voute in April.

Mr. Romig stated that paving
seems to be a hobby In the eastern
part of the state and that many cities
smaller than Alliance have now or
are contracting for from one to six
miles of paved streeis. The enforce-
ment of the auto ordinance in some
of these cities is facilitated by the
placing of a light In the intersection.
Other improvements that will proba-
Bbly be considered by Allilance as a re-
salt of information obtained at the
convention will be the disposition of
garbage by incineration, for which a
plant wounld cost between $2000 and
$3000; the placing of cement gutter-
ing on Box Butte avenue; the oiling
of roads and the purchase of a tractor
for grading purposes,

Miss Sanquest, who has been con-
ducting a millinery store next door
to Mr. Piester's, was unable to find n
suitable location and has temporarily
moved her stock to Bridgeport where
she s interested in the same busi-
ness with her mother and gister.

Miss Sanguest had
been to the eastern markets purchas-
ing goods for spring. These goods
have been shipped and Misgs Sanquest
has not arrived at a declsion as what
disposition she will make of them.
